G enerals Hancock and Howard, and 
a new line of battle was established. 
The question might be asked: W hat 
soldiers could stand before such a 
concentrated fire of artillery, su p ­ 
plem ented by an overpowering a r­ 
ray of infantry, 
His Forces Scattered 
G eneral Schimmelfennig’s forces 
were scattered and were among the 
last to reach Baltimore street where 
they were closely followed by the 
exultant 
and 
confident 
Confed­ 
erates. 
M any men were captured 
on the way and two guns had to be 
abandoned.

in the rear of the lot. O n reaching 
the barrels between w hich Schim­ 
melfennig was hiding she saw a 
part 
of 
his 
blue 
uniform 
and 
recognized him as a U nion soldier. 
He then told her who he was and 
why he was in hiding. 
She told 
him to stay there 
and said she 
would try to keep him supplied with 
w ater and som ething to eat when 
she went out from 
tim e 
to time 
when passible to feed the hogs. 
It should be rem em bered that at 
this time, the C onfederates were in 
full possession of this portion of the 
town and was their advance line of 
skirm ishers with m any 
of 
their 
sharpshooters secreted in the build­ 
ings. 
Many shots were exchanged 
with the Union line on Cemetery 
Hill. 
The south side of the build­ 
ings there are all pitted with bullet 
m arks from the U nion forces who 
were closely watching the Confed­ 
erates. 
When a head was seen it 
was followed by the crack of a mus­ 
ket. During this period, of the bat­ 
tle there was no possible chance for 
Schimmelfennig to escape. 
He was 
therefore compelled to rem ain in 


hiding in th e Garlach wood-shed 
until the Confederate forces w ith­ 
drew from the town on the late 
evening and night of Friday, the 
3rd. 
The U nion forces then moved 
in from Cem etery Hill and reoccu­ 
pied the town, Schimmelfennig came 
out from his hiding place and re ­ 
joined his com m and that during his 
absence was in command of G en­ 
eral von Amsberg, who and as all 
others, was glad to find their old 
com m ander safe and not a prisoner 
of war. 
Dwelling Still Standing 
The citizens of the town, who had 
kept in th e ir cellars during this pe­ 
riod of th e 
battle, now emerged 
from th eir place 
of concealment 
and welcomed their deliverers, the 
Union soldiers, with open arm s and 
many expressions of gladness th a t 
the battle had been ended. 
The G arlach property at the tim e 
of the battle, with the exception of 
the south end, was a cabinet-m ak­ 
er's shop, th a t was operated 
for 
many years by Henry Garlach. the 
owner, and his sons. The dwelling 
part is the same, but the other p art 
is now occupied as residences by 
other owners. 
The dwelling part 
now occupied b\ Frank M. G ar 
lach the ow ner, who is a son of 
Henry 
G arlach. 
The 
wood-shed 
was removed to make room for an 
extension to the dwelling at 
the 
rear. 
Mr. G arlach has a picture of 
the wood-shed as it was when used 
by Shcim m elfennig for a place of 
hiding.
